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Dr.  James  possesses  two  of  the  greatest  marks  of  a 
fine  teacher:  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  material, 
whether  it  be  English  literature  or  art,  and  a  sincere 
interest  in  conveying  to  his  students  not  only  this 
knowledge,  but  also  the  desire  and  means  to  discover 
knowledge  on  one's  own.
